PRISONERS TO RESCUE. 

On shore, M. Andre, the chief pilot, 
called on Commander Hurbin of the 
gunboat Zelee to let him have a boat 
and crew for the rescue of the man 
and the woman at the quarantine sta- 
tion. Commander Hurbin explained 
that he deemed it his duty to decline 
to send his men in what appeared a 
forlorn. hope expedition, but promised 
to let M. Andre have a boat without a 
crew. Pilot Andre requisitioned four 
prisoners at the local jail and with 
them proceeded to the Zelee. As Com- 
mander Hurbin did not wish to risk 
the lives of his crew, even to send a 
boat ashore, the four native prisoners. 
who were splendid went to 
the -rescue. 

At Fakarara, the natives had to 
climb into the cocoanut trees, although 
a few of them preferred to put to sea 
in cutter boats, and anchor boats, as 
securely as possible, in the lagoons.

At Papeete, about 7 o'clock on the 
evening of February 7, the sea began to 
break heavily over the reef; the waves 
in the harbeér washed over the quay. 

To- 
ward 10 o'clock, people dwelling in the 
vicinity of the water front were com- 
pelled to abandon their homes, secur- 
ing, as a rule, only a small portion of 
their belongings. 

Merchants and clerks went to the 
stores and warehouses, only to discover 
that it was quite impossible to save 
goods in the lower floors. An hour 
later high seas broke, completely de- 
molishing the government slip and 
buildings, besides causing great dam- 
age to the Goal sheds.

A contract was also let to the Car- 
negie Steel Company for 4000 tons t 
steel for early spring delivery. The 
name of the new road is the Lorain 
Southern and it is to be ready for 
operation by July 1. Its extension into 
the Western Pennsylvania bituminous 
fields is one of its early possibilities. 

The Ramsey Steel plant project did 
not become known until tonight. On the 
shore of Lake Erie, about a mile and 
a half from Lorain is a 3000-acre tract 
of level land on which an agent acting 
for the Ramsey syndicate obtained an 
option several months ago. It is on 
this tract that the new steel plant will 
be built. 

The Lorain Industrial Ratiroad, built 
by Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleveland, 
was quietly purchased by Ramsey sev- 
eral months ago. It gives him track- 
age into every important manufactur- 
ing plant in Lorain and connection with 
all of the important railroad crossings 
in Ohio. From the Hocking Valley 
fields, the new Lorain Southern will 
bring to the door of the new steel 
plant all the coal it needs. 

WAS BRILLIANT COUP. 

Ramsey's coup is considered here to 
be one of the most brilliant ever ac- 
complished in the railroad world, and 
it is the firm belief of those who know 
the man that he will not stop with his 
project until he drives his new road 
into Pittsburgh in the teeth of opposi- 
tion from the Pennsylvania, just as he 
did the Wabash.

PASADENA. March 3.—At the di- 
rectors meeting of the Rubio Cafion 
Land and Water Company, held this 
| Morning, an assessment of $1.50 per 
share was voted to pay for the new 
reservoir which will be constructed to 
supply the stockholders living north 

Piedmont Drive. The first half of 
the assessment is payable on or before 
June 1, and the second half on or be- 
fore September 1. 

The additions to the water system 
of the company are not being made 
because of any lack of water, but 
rather to provide an increased pres- 
sure for those owning land above the 
upper reservoir. The new reservoir 
will have a capacity of 2,000,000 gal- 
lons and will be modern in every par- 
ticular. 

The company has 164 stockholders 
and is furnishing 106 consumers with 
water. During seven months of the 
year the water is furnished free and 
during the other five is sold at meter 
rates, yet the net profits for last year 
amounted to $709.26, a very tidy sum 
for a corporation formed purely for 
mutual benefit, and furnishing water 
to a limited territory only. 

The annual report of the aesociation, 
issued February 1, shows that on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1906, were seventy- 
three consumers taking water as 
against 106 for the past year. 

The total amount of available water 
which the association can develop in 
case of necessity will exceed 100 inches, 
and, as the territory to which it can 
‘be supplied is limited to about two 
square miles, an abundance is always 
assured. In addition to the eighteen 
tunnels from which the supply is de- 
rived under ordinary conditions, the 
association owns a well just north of 
the Pasadena city limits, from which 
fifty inches of water can be pumped 
in case of fiecessity. With the excep- 
tion of a short time during the summer 
of 1904, there has never been any ne- 
cessity to draw on this reserve, and, 
with the exception of an hours test 
work once a month, the Pumping ma- 
chinery has been idle since that time. 
The well, together with the pumping 
plant connected with it, cost $12,000. 

About ane year ago the Rubio Cafion 
Land and Water Company reincorpo- 
rated with greatly restricted territorial 
regulations, and the Altadena section 
is now one of the best-watered por- 
tions anywhere in the country. This 
copious supply has attracted many in- 
vestors and the section is rapidly be- 
coming one of the most favored loca- 
tions for magnificent country seats in 
Southern California, and has doubled 
in population during the past two

C was once known as the Great American Desert ex- 
tends from Montana north into Canada. It comprises a 
region more than twice as large as Ohio, running from 
the Rocky Mountains eastward, devoted to grazing.

Our own cattle country has been greatly overstocked. 
The grasses have been so cut off that they will not come 
up, and our Agricultural Department is encouraging re- 
seeding the plains. Here, in Canada, everything is under 
rigid government supervision. The mounted police pa- 
trol the ranches. They enforce the protection of the 
cattle against diseases, and have dipping stations where 
all the stock that comes into the country is examined and 

‘treated to prevent the introduction of Texas fever and 
other plagues. These police have veterinary surgeons 
with them, and they watch carefully all cattle from the 
United States. 


A Land of Fine Stock. 


Most of the stock raised here is well bred. One thous- 
and dollars is by no means a high price for a bull, and 
there are cattle sales at Calgary every year which would 
compare favorably with any in the United States. The 
favorite animal is the Shorthorn, but there are many 
Polled Angus and Galloways. The best breeding stock 
comes from England, and there are some ranchmen who 
make a specialty of raising choice beef for the English 
market.

We were before the high altar in the Santa Barbara 
mission, and had been reading the inscription on the 
tablet of Bishop Diego Garcia. 


“But,” said I to the young monk evidently not long in | 


the place, “De la Guerra never was Governor.” 


“I do not know. I have not heard of it.” 

Appeal was made to Brother Hugolinus, the oldest 
monk in the mission. : | 

“Gov. Figueroa? He may be buried here. I do not 
know. If so, his must be the ivy-covered tomb in the 
garden, under the mission window. That is an unknown 
grave—all the rest I know.“ 

Even Father Zepheryne, the Franciscan historian, 
after closest research in the mission records of Santa 
Barbara and Monterey and the archives of California, 
found nothing by which he could say: “Here lie the re- 
mains of Sefior Gen. de Brigada Don José Figueroa, com- 
mandant-general and gefe politico de la Alta California.” 

Appointed by Bustamente as Governor of California to 
succeed the expelled Victoria and reéstablish peace; to 
stay the progress of secularization, yet make an investi- 
gation of the mission system with a view to an early 
change; to promote the welfare of the Indians, secure to 
them their lands, advance their civilization and educa- 
tion and select the most promising youths for instruc- 
tion in Mexico, and to generally préserve the integrity of 
the country, almost constantly threatened by the Span- 


iards, Russians and Americans—this was Figueroa’s er- 


rand in California. 

He accepted the office in the spirit of a patriot. He be- 
lieved in California. He believed in himself. Without 
misgiving, he sailed from Acapulco, July 15, 1833. it the 
lightning struck his ship, he regarded it as no il] omen. 
When most of his soldiers revolted, seized the ship and 
put back to San Blas to fight for Santa Ana, taking with 
them the money and supplies intended for California, he 
was equal to the emergency, and finally reached Mon- 
terey January 14, when a solemn mass was performed 
for his safe arrival and to invoke divine aid for the res- 
toration of peace. 

What a task was before him! The country in a state 
of anarchy, the soldiery destitute, the missions threat- 
ened with ruin, the neophytes istic to the ten or 
eleven new Zacatecan priests der Diego Garcia that 
Figueroa had brought with him to fill vacancies in the 
missions, the new priests inexpérienced and in little or 
no sympathy with their unmanageable charges, the In- 
dians he was to emancipate not ready for emancipation, 
the troubles with Hijar and Padres, and their dis- 
appointed colonists to dispose of—truly a work of no 
small magnitude. 

As to harmonizing the different factions of the terri- 
tory, with such consummate wisdom and diplomacy did 
Figueroa assume his duties that differences disappeared 
as if by magic. There was no discord. There were no 


factions. Bach party was satisfied, and each vied with 


the other in welcoming the new ruler. And the Califor- 
nians, in this loyal acceptance of him, proved that the 
previous troubles had not been altogether of their own 
making. 

He established schools, with a Normal at San Gabriel, 
greatly improved territorial and municipal government, 
and it was at his instance and by his direction that 
Yerba Buena San Francisco) was founded. 

Even in minor things he took an interest in all that 
pertained to the country. For instance, hearing that 
some of the trees on the beautiful Alameda, between 
Santa Clara and San José, were being cut down, he not 
only immediately put a stop to the destruction, but took 
measures to prevent such vandalism in the future. 


He was progressing well with the mission fathers, and 


with the Indians, when Padres apepared upon the scene. 
Having failed in his previous secularization schemes and 
having been banished to Mexico, Padres succeeded better 
there, and it was largely through his influence with the 
Mexican government that the secularization law of 1833 
was passed. Then Hijar and Padres set out with their 


colony, armed with authority to take possession of mis- 


‘sion lands. 

Santa Ana, again coming into power at the critical mo- 
ment, sent a courier on a famous overland trip to reach 
Monterey before the colonists, with inetructions to Figue- 
roa not to turn the management of affairs over to the 
colony promoters. The discretion and tact with which 
Figueroa adjusted this delicate affair (which finally 
ended in shipping Hijar and Padres back to Mexico,) 
without creating another revolution, proved him a states- 
man of a high order. 

Himeelf in favor of secularization, it had been a part

might be eafely accomplished. ‘He visited the missions 
and carefully studied conditions. He found that it must 
be effected very gradually, as the neophytes, 
unfit for emancipation, did not want it; and he was “ 
vinced that any general measure of secularization 
be ruinous.” | 


Without waiting for this report, the Mexican govern- 
ment passed the law of 33 requiring immediate seculari- 
zation, bringing upon his country all the ills he sougat 
to avert. Even then he tried to mitigate them as much 
as possible, protected the Indians when he could, (Az- 
tec blood flowed in his own veins, but at the same time 
he was not unmindful of the rights of the Gentiles. The 
downfall of the missions was quick and complete. 


Figueroa’s health had not been good since his arrival 
in the territory, and it broke down under the disastrous 
turn affairs had taken. September 29, 1835, only a little 
more than two years after he reached Monterey, he 
passed away, at the age of 43, dying, some have said, of 
a broken heart. 

The funeral was the most imposing that had ever oc- 
curred in California. Every honor was shown the dead 
leader, aud for a week afterward a gun was fired every 
half-hour. 


He had expressed a desire to be laid to rest in the 
Santa Barbara mission until such time as the govern- 
ment of Mexico should bring the remains to the home 
land to render fitting honors to the memory of one who 
had distinguished himself in the struggle for indepen- 
dence. Accordingly, after the religious and military 
rites at Monterey, on the afternoon of October 17, accom- 
panied by military escort and followed by a large con- 
course of people, cannon booming every half-minute 
meanwhile, the casket was taken on board the A-nerican 
brig Avon. Here, enveloped in the folds of the Mexican 
flag, the dead Governor lay in state, with a sentinel on 
guard, and the martial band played requiems until the 
going down of the sun. 5 


A few days later the brig sailed, reaching Santa Bar- 
bara October 27. The next day, to the peal of the min- 
ute gun, the body was disembarked and lay in state at 
the presidio chapel, with ceremonies second only to those 
at Monterey. The day following, with solemn religious 
services, the trap door in the floor of the mission church 
was opened, and in the crypt underneath were deposited 
the mortal remains of the most able and honorable man 
ever sent to direct the affairs of the territory. : 


His administration, the secularization period, was one 
of the most important in the history of the country—and 
the most melancholy. No charge of misrule, of subservi- 
ence to man or party, of using his office to enrich him- 
self, as he might so easily have done during the plunder- 
ing of the missions, was ever made against Figueroa, EI 
Pacifico y Calmoso.” 

To perpetuate his memory, it was proposed to hang 
his portrait in the legislative hall, and erect a monument 
at the capital, with a suitable inscription in which he 
was to be called ‘the father of his country.” Neither 
was ever done, nor did Mexico ever send for the body. 


Ten years later the remains were removed from the 
vault, presumably to be placed in the cemetery outside. 
On opening the casket, the priests found it to contain 
nothing but dust, supposed to be due to chemicals used in 
the rude embalming. An old lady still living in Santa 
Barbara remembers seeing the dust in the casket, but 
what disposition was made of it no one knows, and the 
mission records are silent. Perhaps the record was lost. 
Father Zepheryne and Brother Hugolinus can only con- 
jecture. Some think the ivy-covered tomb is that of an- 
other—of whom they cannot now recall. ; 

So, like Moses of old, “no man knoweth his sepulcher:“ 
and if, unlike the other Moses, he failed to bring his peo- 
ple to the promised land, the failure was due to the times, 


not to the man; for no man can stay the hand of destiny. 


The hour had struck. The curtain was to ring down on 
a scene unique in the history of the world.

HOW TIGERS KILL PREY. 


THEY ALWAYS MAKE THEIR ATTACK UPON THE 
PLANK OF AN ANIMAL. . 


I have taken considerable trouble to find out how ti- 
gers kill large game, writes an assistant controller of 
forests at Perah to the London Field. Some time ago I 
was asked to come and see a full-grown bullock that had 
been killed by a tiger. On examining it I found the ari- 
mal had its neck broken and there were claw marks on 
the nose and shoulder, but nowhere else. There was no 
doubt that the tiger had jumped at the bull and landed 
on the shoulder, and when the bull turned his head to 
gore the tiger he must have put his claw out and with a 
sudden jerk broken the neck. 

On another occasion I went to see a young buffalo 
which had been killed by a tiger, and found the same 
thing had happened. There were similar marke on the 
nose and also on the near shoulder, which clearly indi- 
cated that this animal had been killed in the same way. 
Malays who have actually seen a tiger killing a buffalo 
told me they saw the same thing happen, also that in 
dragging off a heavy carcass such as buffalo or bull he 
gets most of the weight across his shoulder. 


This must be fairly correct, as I have often followed a 
kill, and the marks left indicated that only a portion of 
the animal was trailing along the ground. I have 
known a full-grown bull which ten men could not move 
dragged for two miles by a tiger in heavy jungle, where 
roots of trees and swamp had to be gone through. In 
no case have I seen the pug marks facing the Wrong 
way except when stopping to feed, which proves he 
must carry a portion of the animal over his shéulder.

AMERICAN LEGATION Has BEEN 
MADE A STRONGHOLD. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—For some weeks our 
State, War and Navy Departments have been 
preparing for the worst at Peking, and our Min- 
ister, Mr. Rockhill, in the event of a second Boxer up- 
rising, would find himeelf in a far less embarrassing pre- 
dicament than that which confronted his predecessor, 
Minister Conger, in 1900. When he goes to bed at night 
his head rests comparatively easy, for he knows that in 


the various barracks of Legation street there now are 
several thousand American and European guards; that 


upon the sea, not far off, there is a squadron of Yankee 
warships; that within close call there are as many extra 
American troops as he might need for the protection of 
his little colony; and that he and his subordinates are 


now quartered in modern, fireproof buildings, surrounded | 


by walls that are veritable fortifications. |

The oblong Chinese city to the south is surrounded by a 
wall thirty feet high by twenty-five feet thick, and the 
square Tartar city to the north is protected by a 
stronger fortification, fifty feet high and forty feet wide, 
while the Imperial city is separated from the Tartar and 
the innermost or Forbidden city from the Imperial, each 
by its own walls. 3 

Now, to reach our legation, the traveler enters the ob- 
long Chinese city through a deep arch in the eouthern 
side of the solid wall, and after passing northward 
through two miles of street, reaches the more substantial 
wall of the Tartar city, which he enters through the 
great arch of the main gate. Once within the Tartar 
city he comes almost immediately upon Legation street, 
running parallel with the wall for about a mile. All of 
the foreign legatfn compounds are upon this thorough- 
fare, which was a straggling, unpaved, broad gutter until 
a few yeare ago, when it was at last cleaned, levelled and 
macadamized. Thus it will be seen that our Minister 
lives just inside the square Tartar city, between its 
south wall and the south wall of the Imperial 
city, through the gate of which latter he must 
pass in order to reach that of the Forbidden 
city, when he wishes to call upon the Emperor.

‘The 
two remaining bulidings—the office of legation and quar- 
ters for the Chinese secretaries and student interpreters 
—are of similar design, but less pretentious, For the en- 
tire improvement Congress appropriated $160,000, which 


‘has been evonomically expended by Mr. Sid H. Nealy, an 


architect assigned to the work by the Treasury Depart- 
ment.

the Emperor, the son of heaven. This rule was first bro- 
ken, however, by the Austrians, who commenced their 
new legation several years ago, and more recently the 
question of high houses has been officially settled by the 
erection of a two-story residence for Prince Su and three 
large blocks of similar buildings for the government col- 
lege of languages. 

After Mr. Nealy arrived in Peking, with the commis- 
sion to build our new legation, he encountered difficul- 
ties from the start. There was absolutely no American 
or European labor to be found, and he had to resort to 
the native workmen. He soon discovered that these ar- 
tisane had definite rules for doing things, and these were 
not only quite archaic, but not to be improved upon 
through either education or persuasion. For example, as 
the walls progressed, the masons would not have their 
materials brought up to them by ladders, but by long, 
bridge-like inclines, or “ramps,” slanting gradually up 
from the surrounding soil. The native bricks all came 
out of the kilns twisted and distorted, the masons hav- 
ing to square each one by chisel before laying it. More- 
over the Chinese stone cutters, who excelled in their final 
results, laboriously carved a model of each ornament 
cut of wood before executing it in stone. The coolies 
carried the heavy stones in great slings, supended from 
poles placed across their shoulders. But to offset these 
delays labor was cheap, carpenters demanding but 20 and 
bricklayers but 18 cents (gold) per day. 

All of the other foreign legations at Peking have un- 
dergone similar improvement and the system of fortifi- 
cations about the entire diplomatic quarter has been 
completed. The defensive walls are surrounded by deep 
moats and extensive barracks connecting with each coun-

THE SASKATCHEWAN. 

In these days of trains, and boats, and automobiles, the 
average person has no chance to see or travel on the old- 
fashioned scow or barge. It is only in the development 
of a new country, or, more correctly, in the settlement of 
a new country, that such means of travel are usually em- 
ployed. The present rush of eettlers into the great Sas- 
katchewan Valley of Northwestern Canada, traversed as 
yet by neither boat nor train, has made this mode of 
travel very popular. The greatest disadvantage in the 
use of scows is the fact that they will only go one way: 
that is, of course, down stream, but where the settler 
can take his boat apart and use the lumber in his house 
or barn the disadvantage is reduced to a minimum. 

Edmonton is the center of trade so far, and every year 
scows and rafts, numbering well into the hundreds, leave 
for various points down stream. No pilot’s license is 
necessary to be allowed to navigate the Saskatchewan. 
The intending sailor goes to one of the combined saw- 
mills and lumber yards, builds his boat according to his 
fancy or his pocket-book, piles in his goods and pushes 
out into the current, trusting for the most part to luck 
and a kind Providence. 

The boats are all sizes, ranging from 14 or 16 feet long 
by 6 in width, to 50 feet long and 16 or 18 feet wide. A 
majority of the scows have their bottoms and sides 
(which range from two to four feet in height) made of 
two layers of inch boards. The framework is always of 
heavier material, either two by four or two by six. The 
outer layer of boards is always placed so as to cover the 
the joints or cracks of the inner, and the cracks of both 
layers are filled with spun oakum and soaked with hot 
tallow or tar. Those who can afford it build their scows 
of plank, which renders them stiffer and stronger and 
less liable to spring a leak. The cracks in the plank 
scows are treated the same as those in the double- 
boarded ones. In some of the boats the front end is 
made sloping, in some both ends, and again in the. 
smaller boats one end is just like the other, straight up 
and down, and the result looks more like an overgrown 
dry-goods box than a boat. At each end in all of the 
boats there are long, heavy sweeps working between two 
upright posts or poles. In an ordinary-sized scow only 
one sweep at an end is used, that is, two in all; but in. 
the larger ones two are not uncommon. A man to a sweep 
is the usual order, although one or two extra men are 
often very useful. The big lumber rafts for the colonies 
away down river, anywhere from forty to 175 feet long. 
and always loaded heavily with merchandise, require 
more men and more sweeps, but they hardly come under 
the heading of scows.—[F. F. Wood in Recreation.

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Our Philippine Problem. 
AN ETHNOLOGIC GLIMPSE AT THE 
PEOPLE OF THE ISLANDS. 
By a Special Contributor. 

VER since the possession of the Philippine Islands 
Een upon the United Staten by the war with 

Spain, there has been wide discussion as to just 
what we secured by our payment of $20,000,000 to that 
decadent nation and by the still greater cost in lives and 
expense incident to the organization of our government 
there, the subjugation of rebellious tribes, the policing of 


the islands and the many other tasks involved in our ef- | 


fort to spread liberty and enlightenment in that portion 
of the Far East. “The white man’s burden,” “our Phil- 
ippine problem,” and many other similar phrases are 
tritely used in this connection, and often with little con- 
sideration of what is really meant by them. 

Of just what our “Philippine problem” consists, the 
character of the races with which we have to deal, the 
exact nature of the country and how best to treat the 
whole question are matters that cannot be determined 
on theoretical lines and at a distance. To decide upon 
the proper course to pursue will require years of study 
and experience on the ground, and everything now being 
done must be considered as largely experimental. Each 
of the various bureaus established by the government of 
the islands is doing its share in the solution of the 
problem, with results which have thus far been all that 
ean be expected and which give promise of a fair meas- 
ure of ultimate success. 

Among the several divisions of the government is a 
Bureau of Ethnology, which is in competent hands, well 
organized and liberally supplied with the funds and 
equipment necessary for its work. It is quite custom- 
ary in the islands to laugh at this bureau as a purely 
theoretical, impractical collection of “old fogey” pro- 
fessors, but it is really one of the most important bodies 
in the whole scheme of government. Some knowledge 
of the racial characteristics of the peoples with which we 
have to deal ie essential to their rational control, and 
the greater that knowledge is, the more likely are we to 


-~ecee? in imparting to these people a measure of the 
civii:cation which we have inherited. 


In the meantime, while this bureau is devoting a large 
amount of energy, brains and money to the effort to give 
us some definite, useful knowledge on the subject, there 
are many writers who do not hesitate to express conclu- 
sive opinions based upon ill-digested information and 
meager observation, the tendency being to generalize to 
a degree incumpatible with the conditions. It is a mat- 
ter on which generalization is quite impossible. In dis- 
cussing a people of nearly 7,000,000 individuals tompos- 
ing numerous tribes, races and conditions, and speaking 
widely varying languages, no one can say, “the Filipino 
is thus and so.” In the words of Edmund Burke, “No 
indictment can be drawn broad enough to cover a whole 
nation.” The barbarian Igorrote of the north is as dif- 
ferent from the Mohammedan Moro of the south and the 
semi-civilized Tagal of Luzon as the Chinaman is differ- 
ent from the European. N 


It is quite out of the question to give in this brief 
space a comprehensive, ethnological study of the many 
different tribes, and I shall studiously avoid the gener- 
alization which I have criticised. The object of this ar- 

ticle is to give some idea of the main characteristics of 
only a few of the most important racial divisions, with 
minor comments, leaving to the reader the general con- 
clusion as to the value of our investment and the possi- 
bility of permitting any degree of native self-govern- 
ment. 

The word “Filipino” is most often applied to the Ta- 
gals of Luzon and the Visayans who inhabit Panay and 
many other islands in that vicinity. These are the 
most civilized and enlightened of all the peoples in the 
archipelago, the Tagals having reached a more advanced 
stage than the Visayans. These two compose the class 
of natives generally referred to as Christians, and it was 
upon them that the Spanish monks were able to exert 
the greatest influence. While they are nominally Roman 
Catholics, their faith is of an exaggerated and idolatrous 
nature. They are extremely superstitious and believe 
in the most fantastical and miraculous tales of saints 
and mortals with superhuman powers. They are evi- 
dently sincere in their religion as they understand it, 
however, and observe its outward forms punctiliously. 
A Filipino would not neglect to worship at the feet of 
the saintly images of bis church, though, if given the 


| 


opportunity, he might very likely confiscate some of the 
costly gems with which they are adorned. 


It was among these people that the Spanish settlers 
lived, being unable to do anything with the wild tribes 
to the north and south, and the Spanish influénce has 


Tagals are generally of a very sensuous nature, and the 
Visayans are even more so. Both have a crude mar- 
riage relation which is loose and easily broken, but the 
women are almost always very fond of their children, 
and care for them tenderly, a redeeming trait of consid- 
erable importance. They have made considerable ad- 
vance in agriculture and some progress in the arts under 
the tutelage of the Spaniards, and show possibilities of 
development to a moderately high state of civilization. 
They are very fond of music, which is a favorable sign, 
and their natural love for the water tends to cleanliness 
of the body, which, unfortunately, is not followed by

These people are the most advanced in the islands. 
They have a written language and an established order 
of society. In them lies the hope of the salvation of the 
Philippines for the Filipinos, and they are destined to 
be the governing element if the United States ever with- 
draws from the archipelago. They are therefore the 
most important division of. our motley collection there, 
but they have been so widely discussed and written 
about that I will leave them here and proceed to con- 
sider the wild tribes that have not become so well 
known. 


Of the barbarous nations, the Moros of the southern- 
most group of islands are the most interesting from the 
standpoint of religion. They are Mohammedans of the 
fiercest and most fanatical type, and it is this charac- 
teristic that most differentiates them from the other wild 
tribes encountered in the north. The Spaniards made 
vigorous attempts to subjugate them, enlisting the Ta- 
gals and the Visayans in the effort, but accomplished ab- 
solutely nothing, and thus far the Americans have met 
with little or no success in a similar effort.

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TWO STYLES OF GARDENING. 


THEIR AND THE AR- 
GUMENTS OF THEIR ADVOCATES. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


N practice there are two methods of landscape gar- 

dening—the natural and the formal. The natural is 
sometimes called the English method, because it has 
been practiced in England since the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. England was the first among 
European nations to adopt the naturally beautiful in 
home grounds, and to the English is due the credit of 
having reduced this method, which is the concentration 
_ of arboreal and pastoral beauty, to an exact science, 
though some of the grandest examples are to be found 
in our own country. 

The formal style of gardening is said to be of ancient 
origin, and is sometimes called the French and Italian 
method, because mainly practiced in France and Italy, 


The main characteristic of the formal ie its rectangular 


and trees and wound its way amond the labyrinth ot the 
woodland, forming graceful curved lines. In the natu- 
ral method of gardening the straight boundary lines of 
the place are broken by irregular planting of the border. 
The house is not made too prominent a feature of the 
landscape, but is in some degree embowered in the 
plantation, and the angle at the base of the house is 
hidden by the planting of low shrubbery. It is sought 
by the arrangement of shrub and tree to skilfully 
blend the irregular outlines of nature with the neutral 
tints and easy and graceful outline and color that 
will form a harmonious whole. The natura] method of 
landscape architecture is, to a degree, artificial, nature 
grouping, outline, form and color are copies, but the 
architect must arrange and create out of these an 
artistic and harmonious landscape effect. One writer 
says: Every line of a well arranged place will be al- 
ways changing to the eye, not abruptly and suddenly, 
but harmoniously and gracefully. There must not be 
any monotony of line anywhere in walk, road, surface or 
plantation.

The advocates of formal garden- 
ing urge that as architecture and nature represent an- 
tagonistic principles and the architectural. lines of the 
house are a discord in the landscape, in that they do 
not harmonize with the lines, therefore, the architectural 
lines of the house should be prolonged into the sur- 
rounding landscape, and thus by destroying nature's true 
outlines to harmonize the component parts of the land- 
scape picture. And it is further urged that man’s great- 
est pleasure in his connection with nature is in im- 
pressing his individuality upon it and thus humanizing 
nature. 


Pot- bound Plants. 


Many of our flowering pot plants, like the begonias, 
need not be pot-bound in order to bloom, but it is a 
fact that they blossom much more freely when the pot 
ie fairly filled with roots. While a plant is making a 
heavy root growth it rarely ever flowers, but only when 
the season’s growth is finished. This action suggests 
to us that a plant should finish blooming and also 
have a rest before it is re-potted and called upon for 
another supreme effort.

Old Curiosity Shops. 
Spurious ANTIQUES AND THEIR 
AMERICAN PURCHASERS. —

ORE than any other nationality Americans have 
M a fad for collecting antiques when abroad. Old 

historic furniture, prints, china, pictures, plate, 
armor, ivories, bronzes and tapestries, all are purchased 
with enthusiasm, and taken home. This passion for col- 
lecting antiques is indeed widespread. It applies, almost 
without an exception, to all who go abroad. Men like, 
W. A. Clark and Pierpont Morgan spend hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in this manner. Men of 
fewer millions spend less, and so on down the scale, ac- 
cording to their means, until those of only moderate 
wealth are reached. All travelers spend something, and 
that something amounts to millions of dollars annually. 

To keep pace with the demand, every~year sees an in- 
crease in the number of old curiosity shops in the cities 
of the Old World, and these shops are almost exclusively 
patronized by American tourists. Rarely, indeed, does 
a man who studies his hobby enter one of these curios- 
ity shops, In the first place, the true virtuoso knows the 
real from the false, and in the second he will not pay the 
exorbitant prices. No, indeed, the virtuoso ie not the 
source from which the old curiosity-shop proprietor 
draws his revenue. It is the people who buy to be in the 
fashion who are his best customers. They fill their 
drawing-rooms with incongruous articles, which fre- 
quently have neither beauty, quaintness, nor historic as- 
gociations to recommend them. Their antiquity even, to 
many a sufficient attraction, is often more than doubt- 
ful. Many were unquestionably made, as it were, the 
day before yesterday. 

Those who haunt the old curiosity shops of the conti- 
nent may be divided into two classes. First, there is 
the person who will not buy anything which is not high- 
priced. It is the only test he knows. He would dis- 
dain a masterpiece if it could be bought for a few dol- 
lars. Secondly and inversely, there is the man who will 
not buy anything unless the article is ridiculously cheap. 
This man, the bargain hunter, has the little knowledge 
which is so dangerous a thing anywhere, but especially 
in the old curiosity shop. He makes the fatal blunder of 
thinking that the dealer does not know his business. He 
believes that rareties are frequently to be bought for an 
old song. In this he mistakes the exception for the rule. 
Though he knows the value of the genuine article, he 
has not sufficient experience to distinguish it from the 
imitation. The unscrupulous dealer, always a keen 
judge of human nature, recognizes this class of dupe as 
goon as he enters into conversation with him. He pre- 
pares to play his part; his ignorance and obtuseness are 
remarkable, and feigned most admirably. He will not 
commit himself to anything. He knows nothing. He 
has been told, so he says, that the article his victim is 
about to purchase ie very old and very rare. It was, he 
believes, in the possession of a certain family for many 
generations, and they valued it very highly. The bar- 
gain hunter then sees only the huckster, without either 
knowledge or taste. He hurriedly makes the purchase, 
and goes out of the shop with a look of ill-concealed sat- 
iefaction on his face. He has got the best of it. The 
dealer is well satisfied, too; he has sold a bogus antique 
for ten times at least, perhaps twenty times, what it cost 
him. 

There are scores of old curiosity shops where it might 
be difficult to find one article which would be what it 
pretended. Still, these shops do a thriving trade, just 
as good a one, in fact, as the curiosity shops which carry 
a certain percentage of honest wares. Such is the per- 
sistent credulity of their customers that it must be a 
sore temptation even to honest dealers to misrepresent. 
Taking them all together, it may be said that 50 per cent. 
of the old curiosity shops of Europe do the best part of 
their business in spurious antiques. ' 

In a recent lawsuit which hinged upon the geneuine- 
ness of certain so-called Dresden china, it was shown in 
evidence that there are factories in all the capitals of 
Europe for the production of all such things as collectors 
delight to accumulate. In Munich, old Dresden china is 
imitated with the marks so cleverly reproduced that it 
taxes the knowledge of an expert to detect the fraud. In 


Solingen, the brand-new armor is pitted with acid so that 


the centuries. Carved ivories are soaked in oil, and ex- 
posed to beat until they discolor and crack as from the 
assaults of time; and pieces of furniture are faked up in 
a hundred ways, even to the drilling of small holes in im- 
itation of worm holes Ancient coins are imitated in 
such perfect manner that it is almost impossible to see 
that they are the creation of yesterday.

} 80 very long ago that the British Museum bought two 


terra cotta figures for which the sum of £1000 was paid. 
Careful analysis afterward discovered that they were 
made of clay but recently from the hands of the potter. 


But the trade in spurious’ works of art is by no means 
confined to Germany, although in that country it has as- 
sumed its greatest proportions, and is quite a recognized 
industry. It was calculated in the year 1904 to be worth 
$1,300,000. Rome, once the recognized center of art, is 
now a huge emporium for forgeries. These are not only 
manufactured on the spot in large numbers, but are im- 
ported from Paris, Egypt Greece, Asia Minor ang Tur- 
key. As our Consul says, “Buy, for instance, if you are 
not an expert, a specimen of the old Dresden or Capo di 
Monte porcelain. You will most probably be the pos- 
sessor of a etatuette or group manufactured in Paris or 
Munich, instead of an authentic piece from the palace 
of an impoverished Roman prince.“ 


The statuettes and Egyptian scarabel, cameos and an- 
tique gems, Greek and foreign jewels of gold, the bronze 
or silver coins, and moneys, the antique terra cottas, 
weapons, Florentine Renaissance marbles, Tanagra fig- 
ures, and the fine figures also from Asia Minor—all these 
interesting antiquities are the work of skillful contempo- 
rary artists, very often excellent workmen, capable of 
creating gems of their own, but devoted to a business 
which offers more inducements than legitimate work. 


Today artistic Rome is invaded by wealthy and pow- 
erful syndicates of dealers in statues and pictures. 
Clever artists and sculptors are in their pay and have 
steady employment the whole year round. They are in 
league with guides and couriers, and hotel-keepers, in 
fact, they have connections ramifying in every direction 
so that it is impossible for the American not to be 
brought in by some one. Of course there are liberal com- 
missions in the business. There can well afford to be. 
because the profits are out of all proportion to the orig- 
inal cost of the articles. 


The audacity of many of these cheats is something re- 
markable, and absolutely knows no limits. When deal- 
ing with the foreigner, who is often too confiding, they 
sell false antiquities, well knowing them to be spurioue,

Hand-made Paper. 
How IT 1s MADE FROM THE PAPER 
MULBERRY IN JAPAN. 


By a Special Contributor. 
MONG the old arts of Japan not the least interest- 
ing is the making of paper by hand: The beauti- 
ful finished product is familiar now to the people 
of the western world, where it is used in the making of 
the more expensive class of books, in “editions de luxe.” 
But although our ancestors spun their own linen, with 
us paper was never a household art, as it was in Nippon, 
and is today, in spite of the spread of the factory system

commerce; from its cylinder of pith, 
and unrolled. Then, to say nothing of 
is a birch bark, which supplied the Bud- 
with a materia] on which to inscribe the 
sacred writings preserved in their lamaseries. The bark 
of a South American tree furnishes the traveler with a 
thin brown tissue in which he can roll and smoke his 
tobacco. Japan is well supplied with a class of trees 
whose thin bark must have given the natives a hint that 
here was a material that might be made over so as to 
serve the uses of the ecribe. : 


There is the Edgeworthia, or three-forks, a shrub eas- 
ily identified by the triple branching of its shoots; and 
the “kago,” or paper mulberry, a small tree that grows, 
like a willow, near water cou If you happen to be in 
Japan in the early winter, youxmay see how the peasants 
make paper from their They go about it in 
this wise: 

The grain harvest is over, the gorgeous tints have 
faded from the maples, the has run down from the 
trees.

Then the big bath tub, in which the family parbo 
themselves according to Japan custom, is brought into 
requisition. The kago sticks volled in this caldron 
till the useless skin peels off from the white inner bark. 
Meanwhile the carefully-saved wood ashes of the®thrifty 
household are dissolving in a vat filled with hot water. 
The bark is cooked in this lye till all its gummy impuri- 
ties are dissolved out; after having been rendered clean 
and soft by that means, it is now beaten into a pulp with 
wooden mallets. All hands then turn to and vigorously 
-knead the pulp into balls, called “sosori.” 

A batch of sosori having been prepared, all ie now 
ready for the last act. The paper tub proper, an oblong 
trough of wood, is dragged from its resting place, 
cleaned, and filled with water to which a little mucilage 
of mallows is added. Into this liquid the farmer crum- 
bles the balls cf pulp, and stirs the mixture into a mush. 
He now takes his “form,” a square sieve made of fine 
bamboo splinters, and dipping it into the mess, scoops 
out enough to cover its surface with a thin film. The 
mucilage makes the bark cells cohere, and “set” in par- 
allel lines so as to form a moist, sticky sheet—paper in 
embryo. The “form” is tilted up, the water drains away, 
and the film dries into a sheet of hand-made paper. 

In this simple process the long, tough fiber cells of the 
bark were first torn asunder, then reunited. The opera- 
tor, as it were, demolished nature’s building without in- 
juring the bricks, and then used them to build according 
to a plan of his own. a 

The resulting paper is said to be “more pliable, firmer, 
more durable than that made by machines,” It is porous 
and readily takes the Indian ink from the brush which

WHY ‘BUSINESS DOESN’T PAY. 


A CORRESPONDENT’s REASONS WHICH 
ARE SUPPLEMENTED BY OTHERS.

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for failure in poultry culture, chief among which in 
Southern California is want of experience. Obviously 
there is nothing intricate to the vocation, nevertheless 
there are certain elemental factors that cannot be over- 
looked which; if not thoroughly understood, are quite 
apt to make a poultry plant anything but a pronounced 
success. The late Sterling J. Morton and the time Sec- 
retary of Agriculture in the Cleveland administration) 
was soundly berated by the farm papers when he boldly 
declared that the greatest enemy of the American farmer 
was ignorance—a want of business sense and a practical 
appreciation of the problems embodied in his calling 
which would cnable him to attain paying results where 
now he was at best only indifferently successful. It may 
be said that in many instances a similar condition pre- 
vails where failure follows man’s efforts in trying to get 
the American hen to work properly and give the neces- 
sary results which stand for success. | 

But beyond this there is still another reason, and that 
ig that the nervous energy of the average American is 
too swift to settle down 40 the regular routine of chicken 
farming, unless he is by temperament and inclination 
adapted to the business—is possessed of an innate love

the business. It is common observation that a great | 


many persons go into the business and then, after a 
few months, sel] out and give it up, alleging that “the 
chicken business doesn't pay.“ Numbers of reasons 
have been given for this, but it occurs to me that the true 
reason in a good many cases has not been given. What 


is this reason? It is that an excessive return on the 


amount of capital invested is expected. 

“As we read The Times, our eyes are caught by the 
advertisements of our savings banks offering 3 and 4 
per cent. interest on deposits, the former on ordinary and 
the latter on term deposits. Suppose a man has $500 
in cash, which he deposits in one of these banks. He 


receives $15 or $20 per year income, according to the 
plan selected—or, suppose he chooses to lend his $500 on 


real estate, with a mortgage as security, at say 7 per cent. 


He then gets $35 per year, about enough to pay the ex- 


penses of a frugal man for one month. 
“Now, suppose he invests his money in the chicken 


| 


‘business, puts say $250 into wire, lumber, nails, incu- | 


bators, brooders; etc. Then puts the other $250 into 
poultry, eggs for hatching, chicken feed, etc. Now what 
does he look forward to? An income of say $40 or $60 
per year from his invested capital? No, indeed. He 
wants and expects an income that will support him and 


perhaps a wife and baby or two. The chances are that 


he will be sadly disappointed, and after keeping up the 
attempt for say six months he will sell out, with the com- 
mon refrain, The chicken business doesn’t pay.“ 

Our correspondent is correct when he says that exces- 
sive, or inordinate returns are anticipated by the aver- 
age beginner in the chicken business along commercial 
lines. Not only is this true, but the inception of such an 


‘enterprise is often impracticable for want of sufficient 


capital and experience, hence the product obtained is in- 
adequate in yielding a sufficient income to support a mam 
of family. Indeed, there is possibly no vocation where 
the “working capital” is expected to do so much as in 
the poultry business. A moment's careful reflection will 
convince even the novice that two or three hundred fowls 
ure after all a small working capita! from which to real- 
ize say $80 net per month for support of self and family. 
Espectally is this true if the plant is conducted purely 
along commercial lines. A thousand head would come 
much nearer “doing the business.” Indeed, it ig the 
writer's opinion that a commercial poultry plant should 
handle at least 1200 head and upward per year to be con- 
sidered a business in the sense of the butcher, baker and 
candlestick-mab er occupations. 

ut beyond this there are other more cogetit Peasons 
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for the bird irrespective of any commercial consideration 
In its last analysis poultry culture is a business of de- 
tail-——the same routine must be punctually observed from 
day to day. It will not do to feed and care at irregular 
hours. As one successful breeder put it to the writer, 
“one must know the chicken language; think feathers, 
roost on a perch, and scratch for his profits with the 
flocks from day to day.” This steady application. wears 
out many a “new one” in the calling. To be even 
slightly ‘neglectful is only another way of encouraging 
disease, vermin, and vicious habits in the flocks.

ALively Gun Trial. 
STORY OF A SURPRISED MULE AND & 
SOME EXTEMPORE MANEUVERS. §& 


By a Special Contributor. 


N the year 1847. the government of Switzerland is- 

sued an edict ordering the peremptory expulsion of 

all Jesuits from the little republic. The disciples 
and followers of Loyola had become more than obnox- 
jous to the larger part of the population, which con- 
sisted of about three-fourths Protestants to one-fourth 
Catholics. The central cantons, at all times ultra-Cath- 
olic, objected to the edict of the Federal government, 
threatened secession from the national government at 
first, and ultimately formed a separate confederacy and 
resorted to force of arms in open rebellion. The en- 
suing conflict was short but decisive. After a short 
campaign, in which the government troops were victori- 


lous in every engagement, the Federal forces marched 


upon the city of Lucerne, the stronghold of the rebels, 
captured the city, and speedily brought all the rebel 
forces to terms of surrender. — | 

During tie campaign it occurred to a Federal offieer 
that the Swiss army, in view of the prominence of 
mountainous terrain, had far too many dragoons, and 
upon the felicitous ending of the affray, he proposed 
to the government the abolishment of about half a 
thousand cavalrymen, to be substituted by six moun- 
tain ‘batteries of small caliber. This proposition was 
most reasonable, but the practical execution of his 
theory fell into incompetent hands, as we shall presently 
The party or parties to whom the matter was re- 
ferred and who directed the proceedings shall remain 
unnamed. Suffice it to say that they adopted the plan 
of discarding wheels in the mountain batteries to be 
provided; the guns were to weigh about one hundred 
pounds, and were to throw a four-poundé ball; they were 
to be fixed upon small but strongly built gun carriages 


which could be strapped upon an animal's back by means 


of a strong, broad cinch or girth, and the gun was to 
be fired over the animal’s crupper. I think it was from 
Spain that six very strong and large mules were im- 
ported. They were held to be more adapted to moun- 
tain climbing than horses. 

They made their first appearance in public upon the 
maneuvering ground adjoining the city of the writer's 
birth, said terrain being nearly three miles 
two miles wide, being the largest level ground 
for army purposes in the republic. The mules were splen- 
did animals, fully fifteen hands high and 
For several weeks they were trained to “stand 
ing brought into the immediate vicinity artillery 
and the sudden discharge of small arms by platoon 
company. Thus they became accustomed to the flashes 
and noise of troops in action all around them. 

At last they were pronounced “safe.” One of them 
was selected for the trial of a mountain gun to be fired 
from its back. A target was put up about two hundred 
yards distant. The animal was surrounded on three 
sides by staff officers, behind whom a good portion of 
the population took position to witness the remarkable 
event. It being Saturday afternoon the public schools 
furnished, of course, a large contingent of spectators. 
The writer, then in his first “pants,” was among them. 

Now, it will be remembered that in those days guns 
were loaded and fired in quite a different manner from 
the one now in general use. The powder sack was in- 
serted through the muzzle and rammed home with a 
long wooden ramrod. Then an artilleryman inserted a 
long, strong needle through the touch or vent-hole; this 
needle penetrated the powder bag and made a passage 
for the insertion of a fuse, which was pushed in through 
the touch-hole. This fuse was a small 
(about three or four inches long) filled 
powder, and through its length ran a 
thread previously rolled in a soft powder 


was afterwards allowed to dry. The two ends of this 
thread protruded about half an inch over the top of the 
fusee, which was ignited by the application of a burn- 
ing “lunt,” a lightly twisted rope of tow fastened into 
the forked upper end of a stick called the “lunt stick.” 

Unfortunately the day selected for the experiment 
was quite damp. A heavy mist pervaded the atmos- 
phere over the whole terrain, and some time elapsed 
before the experimental mule with the loaded and 
primed gun upon its back was properly placed in front 
of the target. The fusee itself and surely the exposed 
top part of it must have become damp by the time when 
an experienced artillery officer adjusted the aim over 
the mule’s ears. The animal was perfectly docile, and 
looked upon the glittering military staff with its enor- 
mous hats and sabers with utter unconcern. 


At last the command “fire” was given and the burn- 
ing lunt“ was applied. There followed almost imme- 
diately: a tremendous commotion. At the application 
of the lunt stick the top of the fuse began to sputter 
and sizzle instead of guiding the fire like a flash to the 
powder bag. This was a noise (“an unforeseen factor” 
the subsequent report called it) to which the mule had 
not been drilled. At the first splutter the animal’s ears 
became perfectly rigid and perpendicular, and it began 
at once to turn upon its own axis to ascertain what pro- 
duced the peculiar sizzling noise behind it. As soon 
as the mule began to turn there developed a tableau as 
may be seen in a theater fire or perhaps an earthquake 
in a confined space. Instinctively, everybody knew that 
to run was useless, as the gun might go off any mo- 
ment, in what direction nobody could guess. There was 
presently around that mule a mixture of staff officers, 
artillerymen, citizens full grown, male and female, 
and schoolchildren of all ages, all sprawling on the 
ground and, hugging mother earth closer than they ever 
hugged their own corporeal mother. There was an im- 
mense relief in that struggling heap of humanity when 
at last the gun went off, shooting at a right angle to the 
target into a cowshed about a hundred yards to the 
right and killing a calf. — 


And the mule? In all that crowd of people there was 
only one person, our old schoolmaster, who would 
retain his mental equilibrium under all circumstances, 


| that could relate with any degree of assurance the ani- 


mal's action after the pregnant moment. He said that 
when the gun went off the mule gave a fierce snort 
and kicked up his hind heels to an extraordinary 
height and forthwith headed toward the sunny 
South, jumping the five-foot fence surrounding the 
maneuvering ground as lightly as if it (the mule) had 
been the winged Pegasus of old. 

A few weeks later some travelers coming over the 
Alps from Italy reported to have seen in an Alpi 
pass a very strange fierce animal with a glittering 
crescence or hump on its back. Other travelers from the 
South reported like facts, differing in their accounts 
only as to the shape and size of the animal and its hump, 
and the latter’s situation, some placing the protuberance 
on the belly. This may well have been, as the gun may 
have slipped around to the animal's belly when its con- 
dition became emaciated from lack of feed. All ar- 
counts, however, agreed in this, that said anmal was 
exceedingly shy and would flee from the sight of man 
as we would from a demon, invariably toward the south. 

It is not unlikely that the much-abused mule mistook 
the snow-clad tops of the Apennines for the mountains 
of his native Spain, the Pyrennees, where gun trials of | 
the kind experienced were as yet unknown.

Water Dri king 


HE following criticism of the “dry diet” cure comes 
pe from Elmer Elisworth Carey, assistant editor of 

“Suggestion,” Chicago. It concludes this brief 
series: 

Of cures and systems of cure, we have 
From the Christian Scientist, who totally ignores all 
hygienic laws, to the man with the “sand cure,” is 
a long step. There is the “fruit cure,” the “milk cure,” 
the “fasting cure,” the “stuffing cure,” the “water cure,” 
and dozens of others; and now there is a discussion re- 
garding the “dry diet cure” and we are gravely informed 
that water is injurious, and the less taken the better! 
As the human body is 80 per cent. water, and as the 
average man excretes daily by means of the various or- 
gans of depuration from four to seven pounds of water, 
the absurdity of the “anti-water” treatment ought to be 
manifest. The “dry diet cure” and the “sand cure” and 
all other one-idea cures spring from a lack of complete 
information regarding the laws of hygiene and nutri- 
tion. No one-idea cure can be considered a perfect 
mode of treatment. A dozen Chinamen will sleep in a 
small pantry with one door and no ventilation, where 
the air is so foul that a candle will burn but dimly, 
and they will do this year after year, and work ten or 
twelve hours daily: and in spite of all this, they will 
have a fair degree of health, and possess powers of en- 
durance that is surprising. Now, why don't some one 
start the “anti-air” treatment, and assert that we 
breathe too much? 

It is true that in some cases the “dry diet” treatment 
is successful. We know that unknown thousands are 
relieved yearly by the “water cure” treatment at vari- 
ous springs. This treatment practically consists of 
walks, bathing, restricted diet and the drinking of one or 
two gallons of water daily. The rinking is con- 
sidered the most important part. Effete rmands and 
all kinds of physical wrecks are relieved by 


few weeks 


of this treatment, h that they can return to the flesh | 


pots and indulge in another round of gluttony, appear- 
ing again next season at the springs for “treatment.” 

Now, I will explain why the “dry diet” is sometimes 
efficacious. Disease is in 90 per cent. of cases caused 
by overeating and wrong eating. Mushy, soft, sloppy 
foods, pastry, etc., are swallowed or washed down by 
copious libations. There is an excess of food material 
in the alimentary canal, which decays. Poisons are 
generated, which are abserbed by the blood. Auto- 
intoxication results, and an endless list of symptoms ap- 
pear, from gott to consumption and from heart trouble 
to earache, all caused by a vitiated blood stream. 

Now, a “dry diet” faddist comes along. He prescribes 
éry food and no water or but a meager amount. What 
is the result? 


1. Dry food must be masticated before it can be swal- 
lowed, and thus unknowingly the firet law of health is 
observed. Thorough mastleation results, and for the 
first time in his life the patient properly chewe his food. 
Masticated food can be digested—it doesn’t make much 
difference what the food is. Boot tops are nutritious, 
if they are chewed long enough. The beaver lives on 
acrid hemlock bark, well chewed. 

2. Having to live on “dry” food, naturally there is 
no overeating. No one overeats on hardtack or ship's 
‘biscuit; and another law of nutrition is obeyed—there 18 
no overeating. 

So, our patient is eating no more food than is neces- 
sary and he is chewing it to a pulp—a minimum amount 
of food thoroughly masticated—that is the secret of the 
“dry diet“ cure. 

Result: Gradually the quality of the blood stream is 
improved, the symptoms, or diseases. disappear, and 

the “dry diet“ cure has another advocate. 
What had the absence of water to do with the cure? 
Nothing, per se. The result shows that nature considers 
a proper amount of food, well masticated, of more im- 
portance in a crisis than an adequate supply of water. 
The absence of water was a hindrance. Had the “dry 
diet” been adopted, and had water been injected freely 
between meals, the recovery would have been quicker, 
and there would have been no “thickness” of the blood, 
which is a “diseased” condition, and there would have 
been no severity, and patients undergoing the treatment 
would not become “almost crazy.” 
An undue withdrawal of water from the blood is a 
serious matter, and it is simply incomprehensible that 
anyone having a smattering of 
should advocate such a thing. : 
To remove impurities from the system, water is 
needed—plenty of pure water to absorb and hold in sus- 
pension the debris and waste material. Where, in 
heaven's name, is nature to get this five or six pounds of 
water daily, If the patient is undergoing the “dry diet” 
treatment? 

A practical example, to show the fallacy of such treat- 
ment, may be more corvincing than abstract debate.

So, when 
hs is shot “all to pieces,” he is stitched up, and he 
promptly recovers, where any . other soldier would 
promptly die of blood poisoning. And I might mention 
the “milk cure,” which has proved efficacious in thou- 
sands of cases. Four or five quarts of milk are taken 


the human system, we might Rear dire results from this 
treatment, as milk is about 90 per cent. water. 


There is no objection to the “dry diet” cure, per se, 
when indicated. There is a serious objection to reducing 
the normal amount of water which is needed to keep 
the liquids of the body in proper condition. Air and 
water are not food, but they are needed in health and 
disease. As soon as the percentage of water in the blood 
is reduced below normal, serious disturbances occur. 
Fever and delirium are the first symptoms. A fever 
always means a lack of water in the system, and if water 
drinking were freely indulged in a fever would be an 
impossibility. Let a man go two or three or four days 
without water; a fever is the invariable result. Accord- 
ing to the “dry diet” faddists, the way to cure that 


fever would be to keep all water away from the suf- | 


ferer. A little thought on this last sentence ought to 
show anyone the fallacy of the “anti-water” treatment. 
In closing, I will explain why impurities are apparent- 
ly more freely cast Gut of the system on a “dry diet” 
than when the usual amount of water is consumed. If 
vou bathe in a pint of water the dirt is quite apparent. 
-If you use a gallon the dirt is not so apparent, and if 
a bath-tub full is used you might congratulate yourself 
that you did not need a bath, because the water would 
show little debris. Yet, the amount of dirt removed 


would be the same. Of course urinary deposits are more | | 


pronounced when but little water is voided, but one of 
average intelligence ought to know that nature can bet- 
ter flush the system if she has ample liquids for the 


purpose. Why force nature to carry off the waste 


terial In a few ounces, when she could more easily 
do the work with a few pints? Of course, in the latter 
case, the secretion would not be so heavily charged 
with polsons, but the poisons would all be there. These 
matters seem childish, but as the “dry diet” cranks have 
seen fit to allude to them, it is necessary to patiently 
make the above explanation. And I would recommend 
that those faddists investigate the use of water in the 
human economy, and their patients will not reach the 
verge of insanity. 


[Note by the Editor: The advocates of the “dry diet” 


cure take the ground—and to the editor it appears the 
reasonable ground—that fever is one of nature’s proc- 
esses of cure. Therefore, they claim that, by encourag- 
ing the fever, through restrictions of liquids and proper 


diet, the impurities in the system are the more quickly |- 


burned up. The editor believes one should not drink 
when he is not thirsty any more than eat when he is 
not hungry. Instead of forcing drink or food into an 
unwilling stomach—-which must be harmful—increase the 
natural thirst or hunger by exercise and deep breathing!

| Food Valuee—Vegetarianism. 


HARLES WALDEGRAVE writes as follows: 
J) Is there any basis of truth in the legend that 
an egg is equal in food value to a pound of beefsteak? 

“(2) If a vegetarian or fruit-and-nut diet is capable of 
sustaining the human body in the highest physical con- 
dition, how do you account for the fact that, with but 
very few exceptions, the renowned leaders of history, 
men of action and men of brains, and the greatest na- 
tions of the world, morally, intellectually and finan- 
cially, have always been and are meat eaters? 

“(3) Why did the Mosaic law authorize its use, if not 
fit for human consumption? 

“(4) Why do non-flesh eaters present such a pallid, 
bloodless appearance, and are so devoid of the ambitious 
energy of the meat eaters? . 

“These questions are asked by one who is very inter- 
ested in the food question, and not by a carping critic.” 

Answers: (1).These inquiries show what nonsensical 
ideas on the food question prevail, even among other- 
wise intelligent people. You can't possibly get more 
than a pint of water into a pint pot. You can’t possibly 
condense food any further than to take out the water it 
contains, and any little waste matter there may be. 
Therefore, to ascertain the amount of nourishment in 
any food, deduct the water it contains, which varies from 


a fraction over 8 per cent. in dried peas and 13 per cent. | 


in rice to 9414 per cent. in cabbage. The entire egg con- 
tains 74 per cent. water, lean beef 72 per cent. So, as 
there is practically no waste in these foods, a pound of 
either contains, in round figures, a quarter-pound of 
nourishment, the egg containing 2 per cent. less than 


the beef. On the other hand, a pound of dried peas | 


contains about 14% ounces of nourishment, and a pound 


| of cabbage about three-quarters of an ounce. Of course,

If you read the 
Old Testament story closely, you will see that, accord- 
ing to the historian, the Israelites were treated by God 
much as spoiled children, to whom a fond mother often 
gives the candy they yearn for, although she knows it 
ig not good for them. The Mosaic law, by the way, per- 
mitted some things that we should not tolerate for a mo- 
ment. 

(4) Why has a lion, or a tiger, or a hyena, much more 
ferocity and much less endurance than an ox or a horse? 
Apart from this, however, the answer to your question is 
that a great majority of vegetarians consume a faulty 
dietary, usually containing altogether too much starches 


and sweets that are deficient in nerve-feeding salts, and 


readily ferment. Because you drop meat from your diet- 
ary, it does not follow that you have improved it. In 
many cases it means going backward, from a hygienic 
point of view. On this important subject of vegetarian- 
ism, the editor will have something to say at greater 
length, in the near future.

PROBLEM OF THE UNEMPLOYED. 
Australia is up against the perplexing 
probiem of urban congestion with ‘ts 
m@ttendant evile of crime, poverty, non- 
Productive labor, squalor and slums, 
anda she has not made an intelligent ef- 
fort to solve it. The New Zealand La- 
bor Department tackled the problem 
years ago and relieved the cities of the 
Unemployed by sending them into the 
country, and encouraging them to he- 
come settiers on the land. The depart- 
fent refuses to find work for any one 
im the city, runs no soup kitchens and 
2 no “charitable” aid. New 
th Wales attempted to imitate New 
Zealand and set up a labor department, 
but failed to grasp the essential idea. 
first act of the department was 
er work in Sydney on city improve- 
ments, establish soup kitchens and shcl- 
ter sheds, and thus invite all the tramps 
and unemployed in the colony to flock 
into the city and aggravate the social 
gore.

The arbitration laws of Australia have 
net brought about similar conditions 
yet, partly because the unions do not 
abide by the awards of the court in 
good faith, and partly because the em- 
ployers have hired lawyers to make 
holes in the law and find ways to nul- 
lify the powers of the court, 
BREEDERS OF MISCHIEF. 
Lawyers and walking delegates in 
Australian parliaments tried to im- 
prove the New Zealand arbitration sys- 
tem, instead of adopting it as it had 
been perfected by experience, and they 
opened the door to trouble. New Zea- 
land barred. lawyers, with their tech- 
nicalities and tricks, from the Arbi- 
tration Court. New South Wales ad- 
mite d them, and they found a way to 
nullify the section of the act prohibit- 
jing appeals and making the judgments 
of the court absolutely final. Appeals 
on questions of jurisdiction are allowed, 
the action of the court is ham- 
pered by writs of prohibition, injunc- 
tion and mandamus. The result is 
confusion and lack of finality, and the 
: of the law is thwarted at the 
outset. 


New Zealand wisely made 3 
alty for disebedience to order the 
court a moderate fine. Australia at- 
tempted t make it imprisonment, One 
of the first important cases in he New 
South Wales court was a dispute be- 
tween coal miners and mine operators. 
The award did not suit one class of 
mine iaborers, and in defiance of the 
court they went on strike and called 
out other mine workers, who had no 
vance. The court either had to 
put the whole miners’ union in jail or 
confess itself powerless to enforce its 
award. Right there the law passed on 
demand of the unions broke down, be- 
cause the unions themselves were the 
first to violate it and defy the court. 
More recently the Sydney wharf la- 
borers failed to get all they asked for 
in an award relating to overtime pay, 
and for a week they kept everything 
in turmotl.in shipping matters, with 
their threats of a strike. They were 
persuaded finally by more sensible 
unionists to accept the conditions and 
go on working under the award. 
DRIVEN OFF THE BENCH. 
The first judge of the New South 
Wales Arbitration Court was a Su- 
preme Court justice, who appears not 
to have been especially qualified by 
temperament for the task of putting 
the law into satisfactory operation. 
The newspapers tried to kill the law 
and made things uncomfortable ior the 
judge. Employers regarded the act 
with suspicion and distrust, nobody 
understood it, and the unions did ev- 
erything they could think of to worry 
the court, while Parliament heckled the 
judge and made matters worse. he 
judge finally resigned, and no other 
Supreme Court justice would take his 
place. A judge of the District Court 
was assigned to the Arbitration Court, 
rand since the change the aaministra 
tion of the act has n less technical. 
The new judge has discovered that 
there is a third party—the public—to 
industrial disputes, and by the exer- 
cise of common sense, he has made the 
principie of judicial arbitration more 


the, acceptable to the employés, 


ARBITRATION ON TRIAL. 
The arbitration act is on trial, and 
it ia not working smoothly. It has not 
steadied industrial conditions, because 
there is no certainty that the labor 
unions will abide by a settlement which 
does not give them all the best of it, 
and because the secretaries of employ- 
ers federations are as mischievous as 
walking delegates, and foment dissat- 
isfaction for similar reasons: to keep 
their jobs by making a great show of 
zealous activity. 

A pernicious section of the act leaves 
to labor-union secretaries the functions 
of inspectors of awards and prosecu- 
tors for .breaches. Penalties imposed 
upon employers for breach are paid 
to the prosecuting unions. This puts 
it in the power of a waiking delegate 
to harass employers and even to black- 
mail them. The secretaries, 
tent with the preposterous privilege 
secured for them by the laborites in 
Pariiament, are demanding authority 
to inspect the books of employers. If 
they get that, the act will become an 
instrument of intolerable oppression.

SINGULAR FOODS. 


Curious Tastes of People in Various 
Climes—Larvae of a California Fly 
Much Eaten by Indians. 


Some remarkable facts are wiven in 
“Science Siftings’* as to the food eaten 
by the people of various nations, says 
the London Globe. It is stated that in 
Mexico the honey ant is eagerly sought 
after by the natives, in South America 
the large lizard, the iguana, m a deli- 
cacy, not to speak of the larger 
snakes, which in taste are like chicken. 
The ordinary rattlesnake, it is said, is 
very good eating if one can overcome 
the inborn prejudice. We are inclined 
to regard the Chinese as a race of ra: 
eaters and denounce the animal as un- 
clean, at the same time consuming tos 
yearly of the most loathsome of ail ani- 
mals—the pig. The common skunk, ow- 
ing to its peculiar and offensive giands, 
will never be popular as food, yet its 
flesh is not only good, but delicious, 
according to the various connoisseurs 
who have eaten it. That. insects do 
not enter more into the food supplies 
of nations is due to prejudice. Grass- 
hoppers are eaten by some tries. 
Ground up, they make a meal that m 
said to be both nourishing and agree- 
able. Many a white man has pressed 
through a country, believing himself 
nearly starving, as large game was 


insects were at hand. 

e most singular food, in all prob- 
ability, is the larvae of a fly common 
in certain portions of California, and 
known as ephydra. This insect is 
found in such vast quantities in Lake 
Mono, Cal., that it is washed up on the 
shores and collected by bushels. The 
water of Mono is very singular, seem- 
ingly very heavy and smooth, like oll, 
so much so that it resiste ord 
wind and refuses to become ruffled. 
When the larvae begin to appear the 
Indians ther from far and near and 
scrape them up, place the wormlike 
creatures on cloths and racks in the 
sun and dry them, when they are 
beaten up and husked, looking then 
like rice. That the larvae are nutri- 
tious is shown by ‘the condition of the 
Indians, who soon grow fat on the rich 
diet. On Lake Texcoco, in Mexico, a 
curious fly is found which also is eaten 

the natives, and known as ahuati: 
the eggs of the insect, which are de- 
posited on sedges, afte also collected 
and eaten for food. On Lake Chalco a 
certain sedge is cultivated on which 
the eggs of a species of fly are depos- 
ited. Bundles are made of these and 
placed in Lake Texcoco for the pur- 
pose, and, when covered, the sedge is 
beaten over pleces of cloth and the 
eggs secured. These are collected and 
ground into a meal, also called ahuatul, 
and are in 3 demand on fast days, 
when fish required, the insects or 
eggs not being considered flesh, as 
they come from the water. 

The civilized man. perhaps, turns 
from such food with disgust, but ib fs 
well to remember that epleures in 
many countries are particularly fond 
of cheese when inhabited by the larvae 
of a very common fly. In this country 
the large octopus, or squid, common on 
many a coast, offends the palate, but 
the Italian. Frenchman or Portuguese 
eats it with avidity and considers it 
a delicacy. The meat is clear and 
white. like chicken, and has the flavor 
of crab. We find the Chinaman selline 
eggs of unknown age. especially duck 
eggs containing ducklings ready to be 
hatched. Shark fins—a touch, dis- 
agreeable food—are in demand, while 
deer horns in the velvet and lizards of 
various kinds are eaten. The nest r 
the «wallow, with its embedded secre- 
tion of the mouth glands of the bird, 
i¢ nearly worth its weight in gold. Tre- 
nang. the tough. impossible holo- 
thurian, is eaten. and its collection Is 
an important industry along the Malay 
coast, valued at the least £20,000 per 
annum. In France the sea anemone is 
used as food: stuffed and botied, it 
calls to mind or crayfish. 
urchins of various species are gen 
“ead, obe in their covering. like an 
erg, and eaten with a an.

He is an enormously wealthy man, 
but riches don't get advertised here as 
they do in America and nobody knows 
just how much he is worth.
